1 . Claims 6-9, 11-14,16, 22, 25, 31 -34, 36-39, 41 , 47, 50, 56-59, 61-64, 66, 72, and 
75-78 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The CPA does not teach nor disclose all the limitations of the independent claims 
76, 77, and 78, and the subsequent dependent claims. 

4. Generally, the claimed invention includes a process for producing session 
random symmetric encryption keys and subordinated sub-arrays of data random 
symmetric keys that support a plurality of communication sessions, for providing 
exchanges of messages using the data random symmetric keys based on iterative 
exchanges, and for veiling data random symmetric keys in a conversion array using the 
shared secrets. The CPA does not teach the above processes in the way claimed in 
the independent claims.
